P Body recovered 
from AuSable River 
on Friday, May 25

The body of a 45-year-old 
Grayling man was recovered from 
the chilly mainstream waters of the 
AuSabie River last Friday, an 
apparent victim of accidental 
drowning. 

Crawford County Sheriff Dave 
Lovely said Joseph G. Swanic lived 
in the area. On Thursday night, 
May 24 at approximately 10 p.m., 
canoers reported a possible drown- 
ing to 911 Central Dispatch in 
Roscommon County, who relayed 
the information to Crawford offi- 
cials. 

Sheriff Lovely and some of his 
deputies traveled to the area of 
Wakeley Bridge and conducted a 
night search from the bridge to 
Townline Road, but found nothing. 

The search resumed the next 
morning, May 25, after Lovely 
located the reporting party, who led 
the search party to location where 
the victim was last seen. 

Marine Division. officers and 
deputies trained in underwater res- 
cue recovered Swanic’s body a 
short time later in four to five feet 
of water, just as he was reported 
missing by his family. 


Tax relief 


bill will put 
checks in 
the mail

As most Americans enjoyed a 
three-day weekend, Congress spent 
many hours putting the final touch- 
es on a $1.35 trillion tax relief bill, 
then sending it to both the House 
and Senate where it was approved 
Saturday afternoon. 

In the House, 4th District Rep. 
Dave Camp (R-MI) joined 239 oth- 
ers voting in favor of the tax bill. 
While the measure also passed in 
the Senate, both Senator Carl Levin 
(D-MI) and freshman Senator 
Debbie Stabenow (D-MI) voted 
against it. 

According to Rep. Camp’s 
office, “the legislation will give the 
largest tax cut to American taxpay- 
ers in 20 years. Titled the 
Economic Growth and Tax Relief 
Reconciliation Act of 2001, the bill 
will double the per child tax credit, 
eliminate the marriage penalty, 
phase out the ‘death tax’ and reduce 
the marginal rate for every taxpay- 
er.” The bill will also help the 
financial burden adoptive parents 
may face. 

Perhaps the most immediate tax 
relief American taxpayers will 
experience is when lump-sum

DNR’s Fisheries 
Division looks at 
size and health of 


fish in local lake

Fisheries Division crews - from 
the Department of Natural 
Resources’ Grayling Field Office 
conducted a fish survey on Lake 
Margrethe last week to check the 
size and health of various species 
of fish found within the lake. 

For the most part, the DNR crews 
Practiced “catch and release” in 
gathering information on 
Margrethe’s fish population. They 
used fyke nets and electroshocking 
to catch live fish, measured and 
took scale samples while checking 
the health and condition of the fish, 
and then released them back into 
the water. 

(Fyke nets are built like a funnel. 
Fish swim into a narrowing open- 
ing in the net, then have a difficult 
time finding their way out once 
they are in the main body of the net. 


Electroshocking utilizes electricity’ 


to temporarily stun fish so they can 
easily be caught.) 

The DNR did use two gill nets 
for one day on the Margrethe sur- 
vey project, Fisheries Technician 
Supervisor Jerry Casey said. Gill 
nets, which were useful in catching 
walleye and yellow perch for sam- 
ples during the survey, can kill fish, 
he said. 8

Electroshocking can also damage 
or kill fish, but Casey said most of 
the crew members have a lot of 
practice shocking and they “try to be 
careful” in order to avoid killing 
fish. 

Crews checked the length and 
health of fish and took scale sam- 
ples. Scales can be used to deter- 
mine a fish's age and growth. Much 
of the information gathered last 
week will be processed over the 
winter, and a complete report of the 
survey results won't be available 
until February 2002, Casey said, but 
he is optimistic about what he has 
seen so far. 

“We consider it to be a successful 
survey.” Casey said. “We got good 
information.” 

“Fish health looks good,” he said. 
“There’s a nice balance of panfish 
and predators.” 

(Panfish are bluegill, pumpkin- 
seed, and rock bass. Predators 
include pike, walleye, small-mouth 
bass. and large-mouth bass.) 

“There’s a lot of fishing pressure 
put on Lake Margrethe. That can

COULD IT BE simple coincidence -- or was it some 
sort of twisted political karma -- that two senators drove 
two different governmental capitals hundreds of miles 
apart into political chaos on the same day? 

May 24, 2001 won’t be a date which will live in 
infamy. but political junkies will long remember the day 
when Sen. James Jeffords of Vermont turned the U. S. 
Senate upside down as he renounced his Republican 
affiliation which handed senate control to the 
Democrats. 

On the same day here in Michigan, an overwhelming 
bi-partisan vote broke precedent and expelled Sen. 
David Jaye from the Michigan senate. 

That’s a couple of huge gulps for political buffs to 
absorb all in a single news cycle. 

* * ES 

THE MICHIGAN senate did not quiver and quake as 
the national senate did. Republicans remain in firm con- 
trol, and the expelled Sen. Jaye was a surplus 
Republican his party didn’t need to maintain the upper 
hand. 

In fact. outside the state capital and Mr. Jaye’s modest 
Macomb county district, the whole Jaye affair doesn’t

have much significance except as a political spectacle. 

Life goes on in Lansing, and even in Macomb county, 
with hardly a ripple of change. Someone will be elect- 
ed in a special election to fill out the balance of the Jaye 
term, and someone will be elected to a full four-year 
term in 2002. 

Republicans will continue to run things in the 
Michigan senate, regardless of what happens to the Jaye 
seat - at least until 2003. 

But the Michigan senate now has a precedent for 
expulsion of a duly elected member. 

No longer is conviction of a felony the yardstick to 
remove an elected legislator from office. Expulsion has 
happened once before, when a house member, convict- 
ed of a felony, was sacked. 

The rule now apparently is if enough senators disap- 
prove of a colleague’s actions, they can boot him/ her 
out of office for any reason a two-thirds majority deems 
adequate. 

If there is any lasting significance to Mr. Jaye’s ouster, 
that’s it. Otherwise, the whole thing is only political 
spectacle.

A tale of two senators 


THE JEFFORDS SWITCH has considerably more 
instant significance and possible long-term meaning. 

The immediate result is switching control of the sen- 
ate to Democrats, which means President Bush’s leg- 
islative program faces uncertainty. 

Of course, in a 50-50 senate, everything is uncertain 
anyway when it comes to voting. But legislative struc- 
ture is a vital in Washington, and the Democrats are now 
in a position to obstruct the flow of the Bush agenda. 

The likely result is that nothing extreme will become 
law for at least the next two years, House Republicans 
can block Democratic extremism, and senate Democrats 
can block house extremism. 

Anything coming out of the legislative mill must be 
compromised down, which probably is all right for most 
Americans. 

* * &* 

MR. JEFFORDS’ switch from the Republican party, 
however, may foretell a move toward more political 
realignment in America. 

Mr. Jeffords said he found today’s Republicanism too 
restrictive... that he couldn’t accept more and more of 
what had become party tenets. Obviously, he didn’t feel 
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a complete switch to the Democrats would be comfort- 
able either, so he opted for the middle. 

That’s where most Americans find themselves, too, as 
the 2000 presidential and congressional election results 
indicate. 

But there’s no political party in the middle. With 
Democrats on the left and republicans on the right, 
what’s a conscientious citizen to do? Political indepen- 
dence is the only recourse. 

There was a time, not long ago, when Ronald Reagan 
was attracting Democratic defectors to the Republican 
party. As the GOP grew in strength, it may have lost 
sight of the importance of independents, and the trend to 
party-switchers may now be to the Democrats. 

The party that can attract and hold more of the middle 
Americans may be the party which will control the 
future of the country. 

That may be the long-range meaning of James 
Jeffords’ personal political decision.

Can California’s electric crisis 
happen in Michigan?

The news from California is not 
good. The state has experienced 
rolling electricity blackouts and the 
two largest power companies talk of 
bankruptcy. 

Last June, Michigan’s legislature 
passed new laws restructuring much 
of-our state’s power industry. This 
begs an obvious question: Can 
California’s power problem happen 
here? 

The answer is no, not if we con- 
tinue to prudently move toward cus- 
tomer choice and support new gen- 
erating plants and electric transmis- 
sion and distribution facilities need- 
ed to power Michigan’s growing 
economy. 

California’s electric utilities can- 
not keep up with the public’s 
demand for power. While the peo- 
ple of California are increasing their 
use of electricity at nearly triple the 
national rate, no new power plants 
have been built in more than a 
decade because of many reasons - 
including opposition from the pub- 
lic. 

By contrast, demand in Michigan 
is growing more slowly, about two 
percent annually, and several gener- 
ating units have been brought into 
service. Consumers Energy rebuilt 
and restarted three units at our plant 
in Muskegon and our holding com- 
pany, CMS Energy, has added units 
in northern and southern Michigan 


- that can generate power during 


times of peak demand. 

Michigan’s new laws removed 
many of the uncertainties that kept 
power suppliers from building new 
plants here. A number of new units 
are planned over the next several 
years. With their output, we could 
have enough electricity to exceed 
customer demand on peak-use days 


M4) 


by 40 percent or more. Some 
already face very strong public 
oppositicn, however, so the percent- 
age could turn out to be much small- 
er. 

California encouraged its electric 
utilities to sell most of their fossil- 
fired power plants. Now, 
California’s utilities are dependent 
on a volatile, short-term wholesale 
power market to buy power oneday 
at a time. They are barred from 
signing long-term power contracts 
or using the other tools availabie ‘to 
utilities elsewhere to ensure a reli- 
able supply. 

By contrast, Michigan’s utilities 
are Allowed to keep enough existing 
generating capacity to serve our 
current customers. By relying on 
our own plants and firm contracts to 
buy power elsewhere, we have 
taken the necessary steps to ensure a 
reliable supply for the present. 

California’s extraordinarily strict 
environmental rules have discour- 
aged construction of new power 
plants and encouraged too much 
reliance on natural gas. Michigan 
gets a much smaller fraction of its 
power from gas-fired plants. Our 
primary fuel source is coal, which is 
abundant, affordable and increas- 
ingly clean. Coal-fired and nuclear- 
powered plants provide more than 
half of our electricity, at prices that 
are lower and historically more sta- 
ble. 

California also suffers from inad- 
equate transmission capacity to 
import electricity from other states. 
By contrast, Michigan’s law 
requires the state’s uiilities to 
expand transmission capacity by 
2,000 megawatts by June 2002. We 
are already working to meet that 
requirement. 

Finally, Michigan’s new laws 
empower the Michigan Public 
Service Commission to establish 
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performance standards to ensure 
that our electric customers continue 
to enjoy quality service. 

Michigan’s different approach is 
keeping us from a California-style 
mess. During a few hot summer 


days in 1998 and 1999 when elec- 


tric supplies were very tight, our 
customers responded to our public 
appeals to conserve by tuming off 
some lights and cutting back a bit 
on air conditioning. We didn’t have 
to resort to a dramatic, California- 
style action and kept the power 
flowing. 

Resolving the long term problem 
will require cooperation. You and I 
vote with our light switches every 
day for more electricity. There’s no 
need for a recount. We vote for 
more central air conditioners, com- 
puters, electronic devices and prod- 
ucts from factories which use large 
amounts of power. 

On the other hand, many people 
are very quick to vote no when it 
comes to new generating plants and 
power lines near their communities. 

How shall we reconcile the two 
votes? We need to respond by con- 
serving electricity when demand is 
unusually high, like on very hot 
summer days. We also need to work 
together to develop a long-term plan 
to build the plants and power lines 
that Michigan’s families and busi- 
nesses will need. That’s no small 
task. 

California has gotten everyone’s 
attention. Now that we’re thinking 
about the problem, let’s work 
together on ways to make sure new 
power supplies can be developed in 
a manner that is environmentally 
responsible, economical and in 
time. 

That way, when you turn on the 
light switch several years from now, 
you won’t wonder if the power will 
be there.

Graduation night and the parties 
that follow are events filled with 
images and experiences that can cre- 
ate life-long memories. But for 
some teens, the consequences of 
alcohol abuse may cause these 
memorable occasions to fade into a 
blur -- or, more tragically, to end up 
in the headlines of the next day’s 
news. 

Serious falls, auto accidents and 
risky sexual contact are potential 
concerns when people - especially 
inexperienced teens - overindulge in 
alcohol. 

“Alcohol is sometimes thought to 
be a lubricant for social rélation- 
ships, but it also robs you of judg- 
ment or decision-making about just 
what you will or will not do with 
your body,” says Kenneth Adams, 
Ph.D., professor in the departments 
of Psychiatry and Psychology in the 
University of Michigan Health 
System. 

And, alcohol abuse also can lead 
to alcohol poisoning - when an indi- 
vidual “massively overloads the

body’s ability to eliminate alcohol,” 
Adams says. “Deaths from alcohol 
poisoning are infrequent but not 
rare.” 

Some studies indicate that as 
many as one in five students experi- 
ment with alcohol early on in ado- 
fescence, says Adams. The problem 
can increase by the end of the teen 
years. “Among college students, as 
many as 50 percent regularly 
overuse alcohol or binge drink,” he 
says. Binge drinking is the con- 
sumption of more than four or five 
drinks on any one occasion. 

Furthermore, alcohol abuse in the 
early years may establish a destruc- 
tive pattern that will continue for a 
lifetime. 

“Teens could be setting them- 
selves up for a lifetime of problems 
if they choose to drink,” says 
Adams. “All too often, people will 
say they know their limit or they’re 
in control but it’s a self-deception of 
the highest order,” says Adams. 

What teens do today can affect 
their cognitive functions later in life, 
he notes. Short-term memory loss is 
often the first indicator of alcohol- 
related neurological damage. This 
type of memory loss means a person 


has difficulty remembering new 
information, - therefore, the learning 
process takes longer. 

“It also reduces an individual’s 
higher level thinking, the ability to 
think in abstract terms,” says 
Adams. “Abusive consumption of 
alcohot changes the underlying 
brain chemistry and those chemicals 
control ability and skills. But later in 
life the damage done to brain chem- 
istry cannot be restored ... cannot 
cure itself. Many problems experi- 
enced later in life have direct corre- 
lation to when individuals started 
drinking.” 

There are many reasons why teens 
begin using alcohol: peer pressure, 
to feel better, to be part of the crowd, 
to lift depression, and typical ado- 
lescent experimentation. Abuse 
occurs when an individual consumes 
more alcohol than the body can 
eliminate. 

“You can eliminate one drink in 
an hour, there is no way to speed up 
that process,” he say. When people 
over-consume alcohol what they do 
is essentially overload their system, 
he says. “The results are an impair- 
ment that only time can eliminate.” 

Some people are more at risk for 


alcohol abuse or developing more 
serious problems with alcohol in 
later years. One characteristic of a 
person at risk of developing alco- 
holism, says Adams, is the sensitiza- 
tion of the nervous system with 
large consumption of alcohol. A. 
family history of alcoholism and 
environmental factors should influ- 
ence a person’s decision about 
whether to drink. 

“Some research indicates that at- 
risk individuals should be counseled 
to absolutely stay away from even 
the first episode,” he says. 

As far as so-called “safe drinking” 
guideline, Adams believes those 
serve only as a “bar that (individu- 
als) can jump over or go under.” He 
recommends that teens do not drink. 
He says the best way to make this 
decision is to list all the possible 
negative outcomes (e.g., death, per- 
manent injury, auto accident, sexual 
assault, property destruction) as the 
result of drinking. 

Teens should ponder all the undo- 
able consequences that might result 
before they include alcohol in their 
graduation night, party and open 
house plans.

refund checks begin to show up in 
mailboxes. At a press conference 
held following the approval of the 
bill, President George W. Bush said 
checks will begin to be issued start- 
ing late this summer and continue 
into the fall. Bush signed the bill 
into law on Memorial Day, May 28. 

Single taxpayers can expect a 
check for $300, single parent tax- 
payers $500 and married. couples 
will receive a check for $600.

* Makes permanent employer-pro- 
vided educational assistance exclu- 
sion. 

Adoption Tax Credit 

* Increases the credit to $10,000 
for special needs (currently $6,000) 
and non-special needs (currently 
$5,000); and 

* Increases the income phaseout 
range from current $75,000 to 
$150,000. 

Alternative Minimum Tax 

* Adjusts alternative minimum tax 
(AMT) to prevent taxpayers from 
losing benefits of tax reductions in 
the bill.

A new law sponsored by State Senator William 
Van Regenmorter (R-Georgetown Township) to 
strengthen crime victim rights in Michigan, will 
take effect on June 1, paving the way for greater 
privacy and higher restitution for crime victims. 

“This law will prevent victims from suffering 
the humiliation of having their photographs and 
other representations resulting from a crime 
being made available to the public,” Van 
Regenmorter said. “Including this and a number 
of other provisions, this legislation secures. sig- 
nificant gains for crime victims in our state.” 

When it takes effect, Public Act 503 of 2000 
(previously Senate Bill 1180) will: 

* exempt visual representations of the victim’s 
private parts or sexual contact involving the vic- 
tim from public access through the Freedom of 
Information Act; 

* require victims to be notified when the per-

Before the constitutional amendment’s over- 
whelming approval by Michigan voters in 1988, 
the state constitution provided rights for criminal 
defendants without.even a mention of victims. 
The Crime Victim Rights Act and constitutional 
amendment have served as models for the legis- 
Jation of other states and the federal Crime 
Victim Rights Act. 

“Michigan has led the nation in the area of rec- 
ognizing and enforcing the rights of crime vic- 
tims,” Van Regenmorter said. “This new law will 
help keep Michigan in the forefront, while 
demonstrating the need for continued watchful- 
hess and improvement.”
